A—The cause of Parkin- 


son's disease 
of shaking 


palsy is unknown but there 
appears to be a hereditary 
factor in some victims and 
in others the disease follows 
an attack of viral encepha- 
litis — sometimes 20 to 3C 
years after an apparent re- 
covery. 


Most victims of this dis- 


ease have a fixed facial ex- 
pression, a shuffling gait and 
a tremor of the head and 
hands. The muscles become 
stiff and their movements 
slow. 


The treatment consists of 


massage, drugs and in some 
victims surgery. A wide va- 
riety of drugs (including Ar- 
tarie, C o g e n t in. Donnatal 
and P a n p a r n i t) has been 
used to control the tremor.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


federal 
antipoverty 
agency 


won't send money to the na- 
tion's cities tills summer for 
crash recreational programs de- 
signed to cool the ghettos and 
prevent riots. 


Instead, (tie Office of Econom- 


ic Opportunity will concentrate 
on year-round economic devel- 
opment projects for people 14 to 
25. 


In the wake of burning cities 


four and a half years ago, the 
federal government announced 
with great fanfare It would give 
money to cities for swimming 
pools, basketball leagues, block 
parties and other recreational 
programs to occupy young peo- 
ple. 


But now the OEO has conclud-
